Only Five Bodies Identi- 
fied; Evidence Discloses 
Possibility That Woman 
Stowaway Was Aboard. 


BEAUVAIS, France, Oct. 6.—)— 
Official announcement was made late 
tonight that 46 bodies, instead of 47, 
as previously calculated, had been re- 
moved from the wreckage of the Brit- 
ish dirigible R-101, setting the total 
of known dead in the disaster at 47. 

The death list of 47 includes tbat 
of Rigger W. G. Radcliffe, one of the 
original eight survivors, who died 
early in the morning. Radcliffe had 
previously been reported dead but was 
only in a coma. 

There had been a mistake in put- 
ting one of the bodies into two cof- 
fins, The body, partly consumed by 
fire, had fallen apart and the sections 
had been placed in separate coffins. 

Five bodies, all of crew members, 
were identified today by the investi- 
gating commission of the British and 
the French governments into the dis- 
aster. ts 

The members of the commission be- 
lieved it unlikely that identities could 
ever be assigned to the rest of the 
charred and maimed human remains 
salvaged from the twisted steel frame- 
work of the dirigible.

Something of France appeared in 
the sky this afternoon over Candler 
field and swept down to greet some- 
thing of France. 

All of a sudden, out on the big con- 
crete runway, there was constructed 
something tangible that was a piece 
of the nation of France. 

A crowd was awaiting the arrival 
of Dieudonne Coste and Maurice Bel- 
lonte and the plane that brought them 
from Paris to New York in the first 
westward flight. 

There were firemen and policemen, 
spic and span in newly pressed uni- 
forms; there were curious citizens 
thronged about the ropes. There was a 
lively, light chatter going on. The 
sense of drama was absent. 

Somehow the Atlantic lost much of 
its mystery when Charles Lindbergh, 
the American, crossed it. The grim- 
ness of its winds and sleet have been 
mitigated by time. And so the crowd 
was light-hearted, obeying the re- 
straining words of the police unques- 
tioningly. 

_ But inside the ropes there was a 
little group, standing quietly, They 
were not tense. They simply waited, 
speaking now and then in French. 


the central figures in the background, 


With them there were some children, 
meticulously dressed and serious of 
eye and mien. 

They might have been American 
school children, ‘They held in their 
hands flags, the tri-color of France 
and the Stars and Stripes of Amer- 
ica. They had no special identity. 

A red plane appeared and circled 
the field, swooping down in a 
cloud of rushing dust. The crowd 
leaned forward. The word ran down 
the line that it was W. L. Stribling, 
Georgia fighter and leading heavy- 
weight contender, He had come to 
greet the fliers. 


And then, in the gathering darkness 
of the southwest, there was the shad- 
owy outline of a plane—a skeleton 
plane against the dim horizon. It 
grew enormously, thrusting itself on 
the vision until it was a great, roaring 
red plane. 

There was a small cheer from the 
crowd. It wasn’t that they were not 
excited or appreciative. ‘Time has tak- 
en away too much* enthusiasm from 
oe flights.

Attendants ran 
out, waving arms and flags. The pilot, 
only his head visible, turned the ship. 
Hands grabbed the big’ wings and 
turned it to the runway in front of 
the crowd. 

There was a stillness, a. curious 
stillness, as it neared. The black poll 
of Coste could be seen. ‘The shy 
smile of Bellonte was behind him. 
The crowd applauded. 

And then, suddenly, as if a spark 
had ignited something, a staid gen- 
tleman with the little isolated group, 
raised his hat and screamed, “Viva 
La France.” 

The cry was caught up by the oth- 
ers. Shrill voices of children, ex- 
cited and vibrant, screamed the cry. 
Women with the children, their eyes 
suddenly alight and winking back 
tears, waved flags and shrilled their 


ry. 

They waited in line, waving their 
flags, their faces flushed, their eyes 
tremendously alive, while the two 
aviators were photographed and greet- 
ed by the mayor and the official com- 
mittee. 

And then the children were led for- 
ward. They ran in and _ clustered 
about the two men. Their mothers 
waited and then they, too, ran for- 
ward. They shook hands. They

two men with something of awe. 
Something of their country had 
miraculously been transported out of 
the clouds to them, 

Coste looked out over their heads 
toward the horizon as if he were 
looking far through the blackness, 
across the seas and back home again. 
The group of French people pressed 
close about their two heroes, two of 
the world’s greatest airmen who had 
stormed the last frontiers of chance 
and won. 


Mademoiselle Lydia Vinour, one of 
the members of Atlanta’s Alliance 
France, presented Coste with an arm- 
ful of flowers, her voice quick with 
emotion. He took them, smiled and 
thanked her. Coste’s eyes were great 
to see, : 

And then the spell was broken. The 
spot that was France dissolved as of- 
ficials escorted them away from the 
massive red plane that seemed a part 
of France itself in its redness, its 
jaunty spirit that clung around it de- 
spite the massiveness of its structure. 

The heroes walked down the line to- 
receive the cheers of the crowd. They

Quiet Fails to Last. 

But whatever the cause, the quiet 
was not for long. Some member of 
the Atlanta French contingent roke 
the eerie spell by a vociferous “Vive la 
‘rance” and then pandemonium 
| reigned. 

Taxiing onto the concrete apron in 
front of the Gulf Coast Airways and 
bringing their scarlet conqueror of the 
air to a halt directly in front of tle 
crowd, Coste and Hellonte stood .n 
their cockpit. to smile in greeting to 
the acclaiming crowd and then non- 
chalantly divested themselves of hel- 
met and goggles and leather flyirg 
coats. Attired in citizens’ clothes, thcy 
appeared as debonair as if they had 
completed merely a trial hop around 
the field and as smilingly happy as if 
they were not really completely “fed 
up” on pomp and ceremony and fan- 
fare. But if they were sated—and they 
must have been—they were gracious 
and courteous enough to hide it from 
the hero-worshiping crowd that ad 
journeyed out for a glimpse of them. 

At the reqnest of Major George 
Witten, Coste-Bellonte tour manager, 
only two of the almost innumerable 
dignitaries assembled were allowed to 
walk to the plane—the erowd, of 
course, being held in rein by probably 
the largest outpouring of city fire- 
men and policemen ever seen in At- 
lanta at any one time. Mayor I, N. 
Ragsdale. because of his official posi- 
tion. and Charles Loridans, because 
of his ability to act as interpreter— 
Coste does not speak English—and 
because he is the Atlanta French 
consul, were selected to do the first 
honors. 

Mayor’s Speech Brief. 

Mayor Ragsdale, in a few brief 
words, welcomed the brave fliers from 
across the sea to Atlanta’s homes and 
hearts and Coste, as leader of the 
expedition, replied as briefly and as 
graciously. A group of tiny girls.

But 
the fliers were tired; they were on 
the last lap of a good-will tour of the 
continent and they were weary of 
crowds and noise and excitement. 
Rather than elaborate entertainment, 
they wanted rest and relaxation, and 
the Atlanta committee, which func- 
tioned splendidly throughout, saw to 
it that their wish was gratified. 

The great crowd, anxious for a 
“ringside” position, came early and 
seemed quite content to stand and 
wait just as long as it required for 
the Frenchmen to negotiate the dis- 
tance from Pensacoja, their last stop, 
to Atlanta. Other “specks” appeared 
in the sky—three of them, to be ex- 
act—and each time the throng surged 
forward, to fall back when the aerial 
visitor materialized into one of the 
escorting planes which led the dis- 
tinguished fliers into the city. 

The first of these to arrive was 
a Department of Commerce Verville 
Aircoach, piloted by Inspector Mur- 
ray Hall—who, incidentally, formerly 
was stationed at Candler field—and 
carrying as passengers Rene Racover, 
personal representative of the trans- 
Atlantic fliers, and Henri Veron, me- 
chanic for the good-will tour. The 
Verville and its occupants had accom- 
panied the scarlet biplane throughout 
its journey over the continent and 
will remain with it until the long tour 
is completed. 


The second was a Curtiss Falcon, 
United States army attack plane, pi- 
loted by Lieutenant J. K. McDuffie. 
of Kelly Field, San Antonio, Texas, 
and bearing George Witten, Coste 
Bellonte tour manager and a major in 
the United States air corps reserves. 
The Falcon, substituting for another 
army ship which had encountered mo- 
tor trouble, picked up the party at 
San Antonio and will continue with 
it for the rest of the flight. 

Landing a few minutes ahead of 
Coste and Bellonte, and able to do so 
only by special dispensation of the 
powers-that-be at Maxwell field, Mont- 
gomery, W. L. (Young) Stribling. 
Georgia’s box-fighting aviator, was 
accorded a great hand by the compar- 
atively few members of the crowd that 
recognized him. Stribling, a lieuten- 
ant in the air corps reserve and just 
completing his annual two weeks of 
active training, was allowed to leave 
his flying duties at the field a day 
ahead of time to be on hand for At- 
lanta’s welcome. 

Coste’s Avion Greguet, usually re- 
ferred to as a biplane, but actually a 
sesquiplane, inasmuch as its lower 
wings have only about half the 
span of the upper planes, is an 
odd-looking craft, according to 
American standards of manufacture. 
Its under-carriage is particularly un- 
conventional, equipped with a straight 
axle, now vyirtually- obsolete as far 
as domestic practices are concerned, 
and with huge automobile-like wheels, 
unsheathed in discs. Lifting surfaces 
and control surfaces are conventional, 
but an wnusual effect has been ob- 
tained along the top of the fuselage, 
where a long gas tank extends from 
the front cockpit almost to the mo- 
tor mounting. The plane is powered 
by a Hispano-Suiza engine of 650- 
horsepower and has a cruising speed 
of about 120 miles an hour,

AS SELF SUPPORTERS 


Scholars in Georgia Colleges 
Earned $290,000 Toward 
Expenses in 1928. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Students 
in 14 Georgia colleges earned approxi- 
mately $290,000 in 1928 toward their 
college expenses, according to a re- 
port made public today by William 
John Cooper, federal commissioner of 
education. 

The report concerns a survey made 
of students—boys and girls—working 
their way through 611 American col- 
leges. 

The Georgia School of Technology 
earned the largest sum, $120,000. 
among Georgia colleges. With a 1928 
enroliment of 2,177 men, the school 
had 1,150 men partly paying their 
way by working and 200 men entirely 
dependent upon their own efforts. 


Students of the University of Geor- | through school.” 


gia earned the second largest amount, 
$51,300, Of the 1,282 men students 
and 396 girl students; 513 men and 
396 girls are working. 

Emory University students earned 
$33,000, the fourth largest amount. 
None of the 75 girls enrolled at 
Emory worked, but 336 of the 1,321 
men did. 

Earnings for the other Georgia col- 
leges are: Agnes Scott College, $15,- 
000; Bessie Tift College, $4,200; 
Brenau College, $8,000; Georgia State 
College for Women, $12, . 
Grange College, $2,348; Mercer Uni- 
versity, $30,000; North Georgia Agri- 
cultural College, $5,400; Oglethorpe 
University, $5,000; Piedmont - Col- 
lege, no figure given; Shorter Col- 
lege, $400, and Wesleyan College, 
$1,241. 

It is from the students who earn 
their way through college that most 
leaders are taken, the report asserts. 

“The democratic spirit is prevalent 
on the college campus,” Dr. Cooper 
tells the world. “Student leaders are 
chosen because of popularity regard- 
less of financial standing or self-sup- 
porting activities. Many institutions 
report that some of their most popu-

‘lertake to say that the state of Geor- 
gia has not the power to incorporate 
Atlanta. A complete scheme of city 
government is provided for in the 
charter, even though the taxing power 
is divided among the several bor- 
oughs.”’ 

Justice Siddons interrupted at this

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HOOVER SPEECH TODAY 


150th Anniversary of Battle 
of Kings Mountain To 
Be Celebrated. 


KINGS: MOUNTAIN, N. C., Oct. 
6.—(UN)—Approximately 60,000 per- 
sons crowded this and surrounding 
towns tonight to be on hand for the 
celebration tomorrow of the 150th an- 
niversary of the battle of Kings Moun- 
tain, decisive turning point in the 
Revolutionary War. 

President Hoover will arrive tomor- 
row to review a military parade and 
deliver : . address at the battleground 
in commemoration of the patriots who 
won liberty and democracy for the 13 
colonies, 

Historical accounts indicate that 
about 900 patriots led by Colonel Wil- 
liam Campbell, of Virginia, and his 
staff aides. Colonel Isaac Shelby and 
(‘olonel John Sevier, defeated a Brit- 
ish force estimated at 100 rangers 
and 1,000 loyalists, in command of 
Major Patrick Ferguson. 

The command was, “Fresh prime 
your guns, and every man go into 
the battle, firmly resolving to fight 
till he dies.” So the 900 volunteers, 
untrained and undisciplined, tore up 
the mountainside and.changed the his- 
tory of the upcoming young republic 
in a reported “one hour and five min- 
utes,” 

The battle might have been even 
shorter since the British loyalists 
raised the white flag twice, only ‘to 
have Major Ferguson cut it down with 
his sword. Then the commander fell 
wounded and De Peyster, Ferguson’s 
assistant, recognizing the uselessness

““The outstanding economic fact of 
the past year is serious unemploy- 
ment,” the council said. “Business de- 
pression replaced a period of pros- 
perity. Under our present business 
economy there have been frequent 
breakdowns due to failure to adjust 
production to markets and the inabil- 
ity of our'credit system to meet such 
emergency. 

“The responsibility for such break- 
down rests squarely uron business 
management. Despite the progress 
that has been made in fact-finding in 
the past decade, management has not 
adequate information and does not 
know how to use such information as 
is available in order to prevent busi- 
ness depressions. The field of dis- 
tribution is quite unorganized and 
only the first steps have been taken 


| to accumulate information for the de- 


velopment of better management in 
this field.” 

“Industries and countries are in- 
terdependent,”’ the report continued. 
“The past year has brought falling 
prices throughout the world and in- 
creasing unemployment everywhere. 
Commerce and markets are organized 
on a world-wide basis. Consequences 
of misjudgment are transmitted 
throughout the whole structure and 
every community. The responsibility 
resting on management is correspond- 
ingly grave.” 

Possibilities of remedying the world 
complaint were said to lay in better 
understanding and better economic in- 
formation, in building up reserve ’in in- 
dustry to maintain workers; employ- 
ment on a yearly basis, shortening of 
hours and work week lengths; encour- 
agement of vacations; old age pen- 
sions, more employment agency organ- 
ization under state control; stabiliza- 
tion of industry’s programs of produc- 
tion’ and distribution; control of the 
tendencies of bettered machine design 
to displace workers. All of these 
were attached by the report to the 
proposition that “society has a defi- 
nite responsibility for providing serv- 
ice for those who need employment.” 

In spite of the deplorable character 
of conditions forced this year under 
its attention, the council cited studies 
which *made it conclude that in the 
United States experiences of 1921 and 
1924 had been worse for labor.

Text of Hoover’s Address & 
Before Labor Federation 


The text of 


Members of the American Federa- 
tion of bor: 

In his invitation that I. should 
address you on this occasion Presi- 
dent Green spoke in terms of high 
praise of the benefits to labor from 
the nationwide co-operation initiat- 
ed at the White House last No- 
vember for mitigation of the effects 
of the present depression. 

At those White House confer- 
ences the leaders of business and 
industry undertook to do their ut- 
most to maintain the rate of 
wages. They also undertook in case 
of shortened employment to dis- 
tribute work as evenly as possible 
over their regular body of em- 
ployes. The leaders of labor un- 
dertook to urge effort ia produc- 
tion and to prevent conflict and 
dispute. The public officials and 
the managers of industry and utili- 
ties undertook to.expand construc- 
tion work to mitigate unemploy- 
ment. 

We have now had nearly a year 
in which to observe the working 6f 
these arrangements. These, the first 
undertakings of this character in 


our history, have been carried out. 


iu astonishing degree. There are, 
of course, exceptions, but in the 
large sense our great manufactur- 
ing companies, the railways, utili- 
ties, and business houses have been 
able to. maintain the established 
wages. Employers have spread their 
employment systematically. For 
the first time in more than a cen- 
tury of these recurring depressions 
we have been practically free of 
bitter industrial conflict. 

The fine co-operation in the pro- 
viding organized emergency employ- 
ment through federal, state and 
municipal public works and utility 
construction has been an important 
contribution in taking up the slack 
of unemployment. The measure of 
success is easily demonstrated. The 
department of commerce reports to 
me that public works and the con- 
struction work by the railways and 
utilities in the last cight months 
amount to about $4,500,000,000 as 
compared with about $4,000,000,000 
in the same period of the boom year 
of 1929, or an increase of about 
$500,000,000. In all previous de- 
pressions these works decreased, 80 
that the gain is more than even 
the apparent figures. 

Nationwide Co-operation. 

We have thus had nationwide co- 
operation and team play which have 
greatly ameliorated the hardship of 
this depression. These measures 
have served as a practical system 
of unemployment insurance. There 
are some unexpected by-products. 
Through distribution of employment, 
large numbers of workers have been 
saved from being forced into com- 
petition for new jobs; the sense of 
security that the job is theirs by 
part-time employment has con- 
tributed to relieve much of the fear, 
despondency, and discouragement 
that come to men and women in 
search for new jobs in hard times. 

I would indeed be remiss if I 
did not express an appreciation, in 
which I know you share, to the 
thousands of men in leadership of 
business and labor who have served 
in bringing about these results. In 
the face of decreasing prices it has 
required great courage, resolution 
and devotion to the interest of their 


employes and the public on the part 


of our great manufacturers, our 


‘railways, utilities, business houses 


and public officials. 

The leaders of labor have likewise 
contributed their part, Our free- 
dom from strike and lockout is well 
evidenced by the statement of the 
department of labor that in the last 
depression there were more than 
2.000 labor disputes, many of them 
of major character and accom- 
panied by great public disorder, as 
compared with less than 300 dis- 
putes in this period, and _ these 
mostly of minor character. And the 
great body of labor itself deserves 
much praise, for never was its in- 
dividual efficiency higher than to- 
day. 

The undertakings made at that 
time represent a growing sense of 
mutual responsibility and a willing- 
ness to bend private interests to the 
general good. 

We still have a burden of unem- 
ployment. Although. it is far less 
than one-half in proportion to our 
workers than in either England or 
Germany, no one can contemplate 
its effect in hardship and discour- 
agement without new resolves to 
continued exertion and to further 
effort in solution of our greatest 
economic problem—stability in em- 
ployment. 

Made Great Progress. 

Your chairman has spoken of my 
interest in the development of an 
American basis of wage. Both the 
directors of industry and your lead- 
ers have made great progress to- 
ward a new and common ground in 
economic conceptions, which, I am 
confident, has had u profound effect 
upon our economic progress during 
the last few years. That is the 
conception that industry must be 
constantly renovated by scientific 
research and invention; that labor 
welcomes these labor-saving devices ; 
that labor gives its full and unre- 
stricted effort to reduce costs by 
the use of these machines and meth- 
ods; that the savings from these 
reduced costs shall be shared be- 
tween labor, employer and the con- 
sumer. It is a philosophy of mu- 
tual interest. It is a practice of 
co-operation for an advantage that 
is not only mutual but universal. 
Labor gains either through increase 
of wage or reduction of cost of liv- 
ing or shortened hours. Employers 
gain threugh enlarged consumption, 
and a wider spread distribution of 
their products, and -more stable 
business. Consumers gain through 
lower cost of what they buy. In- 
deed, mass production must be ac- 
companied by mass consumption 
through increased standards of 
living. 

A conception of this sort does 
not at once find universal applica- 
tion. We ought not forget that it 
is something new in the world’s 
economic life. And there are, of 
course, those who do not yet be- 
lieve. It. is as far apart as the two 
poles from the teachings of the 
economists of 100 years ago, who 
took it for granted that the well- 
being of the worker could be pur- 
chased only at the expense of the 
well-being of the employer or some 
other group in the community, and 
further that wages could never rise 
above subsistence or the number of 
workers would so increase as to 
pull the weaker back into the cess- 
pool of poverty. 

If we survey the nation broadly 
we shall find that the diffusion of 
cost economies between wages, 
profits and prices has worked out 
fairly well. In fact, due to com- 
petition and the necessity to aver- 
age profits over the losses of lean

Ne system is or can be free of 
difficulties or problems. The rapid- 
ity of our inventions and discov- 
eries has intensified' many. problems 
in adjusting what we nowadays call 
technological unemployment. I am 
co-operating with Preside. Green 
and répresentatives of employers’ 
associations in an exhaustive in- 
quiry into its various phases. If 
we stretch our vision over the last 
10 years, we shall find much to 
convince us that the problem is not 
at all insurmountable in the iong 
run. It is estimated by some of 
our statisticians that in this period 
over 2,000,000 workers have been 
displaced from older industry c . 
to labor-saving devices. Some way, 
somehow, most of these were re- 
established in new: industry and 
new services. Nor is there any 
reason to. believe that we can not 
revolve our economic system in .such 
fashion that further new  discov- 
eries and inventions will further 
increase our standard of living and 
thereby continue to absorb men who 
are displaced in the older indus- 
tries. Nevertheless there is a period 
of readjustment in each case of new 
discovery, and industry has need of 
a larger understanding of the facts. 

It is this process of readjustment 
that partly causes our present dif- 
ficulties in the bituminous coal in- 
dustry. In that industry the en- 
croachments of electrical power, of 
natural gas, of improvements in 
consumption, have operated to slow 
down the annual demand from its 
high peak, leaving a most excessive 
production capacity. At the same 
time, the introduction of labor-sav- 
ing devices has decreased the de- 
mand for mine labor. In addition 
to its other difficulties must be 
counted the effect of the multitude 
of 6,000 independent mine owners 
among 7,000 mines, which has re- 
sulted in destructive competition 
and final breakdown of wages. 


Reduce Competition. 

All these conditions have cul- 
minated in a demoralization of the 
industry and a depth of human 
misery in some sections which is 
wholly out of place in our Ameri- 
can system. The situation has been 
under investigation of our govern- 
ment departments, by congress, to- 
gether with commissions and com- 
mittees of one sort or another, for 
the past 10 years. The facts are 
known. One key to solution seems 
to me to lie in reduction of this 
destructive competition. It cer- 
tainly is not the purpose of our 
competitive system that it should 
produce a competition which de- 
stroys stability in an industry and 
reduces to poverty all those within 
it. Its purpose is rather to main- 
tain that .degree of competition 
which induces progress and. pro- 
tects the consumer. If our regula- 
tory laws be at fault they should 
be revised. ; 

But most of these problems are 
problems of stability. With the job 
secure, other questions can he 
solved with much more assurance. 
You, as workers, know best of all 
how much a man gains from se- 
curity in his job. It is the insur- 
ance of his manliness, it upholds 
the personal valuation of himself 
and of his family. To establish a 
system that assures this Security is 
the supreme challenge to our re- 
sponsibility as répresentatives of 
millions of our fellow workers and 
fellow citizens. The discharge of 
that responsibility does not allow 
present difficulties to rob us of our 
clear vision or the wholesome faith 
and courageous, aggressive charac- 
ter for which our country has been 
long the leader of the world. 


The demonstration of nationwide 
co-operation and team play and the 
absence of conflict during this de- 
pression have increased the stability 
and wholesomeness of our industrial 
and social structure. We are jus- 
tified in feeling that something like 
a new and improved tool has been 
added to the working kit for the 
solution of our future problems. 

‘ No one would invite either war 
or business depression, but from 
them may come some new inspira- 
tions. We find in these’ times 
courage and sympathy, generous 
helpfulness from our working peo- 
ple to those unfortunates suffering 
not alone from the present but from 
fear for their future. We find in- 
spiration in the courage of our em- 
ployers, the resolution of the nation 
that we shall build steadily to pre- 
vent and mitigate the destructive- 
ness of these great business storms. 
It is this inspiration which gives 
confidence for the future, and con- 
firms our belief in fundamental hu- 
man righteousness and the value of 
our American conception of mu- 
tuality of interest in our daily 
work.

“We have_Always relied on our 
citizen army, and never relied in 
vain,” he asserted, “but its mainte- 
nance is again the voluntary service 
of good citizenship.” | 

Referring to the legion’s “mutual 
helpfulness” ideal, the president said 
a “grateful nation” was now spending 
$900,000.000 a year for veterans’ re 
habilitation, adjusted compensation, 
and insurance, two-thirds of this go- 
ing to veterans of the World War. 

“The nation assumes an obligation 
when it sends its sons to war,” he 
asserted. “The nation is proud .to 
requite this obligation within its full 
resources,” 

Declaring he was glad to extend 
the government veterans’ relief pro- 
gram by signing the disability pension 
bill of. the last session, the president 
said the legion could perform a great 
publie service by seeing to it that pen- 
sion applications do not “exceed the 
measure that justice requires and self 
help can provide.” ; 

“If we shall overload the burden of 
taxation,” he added, “we shall stag- 
nate our economic progress and we 
shall by the slackening of his prog- 
ress place penalties upon every citi- 
zen. 

The very beginnin; of “obligations 
to the community, ths state and the 
nation’”—another legion ideal—is at 
the ballot box, the president as- 
serted. 

“The whole plan of self-govern- 
ment,” he said, “presupposes that the 
whole people shall participate in the 
selection of its officials, the deter- 
mination of its policies, and the main- 
tenance of its ideals.

HOOVER TO THE LEGION. 


The sentiments of national con- 
terday by President Hoover to the 
were much mcre 
than the 
American self-applause. Outside the 
circle of partisanism and practical 
politics the president speaks with 
a higher spirit and wisdom. He ac- 
cents the sane philosophies of life 
and government that he held before 
he became a politician. 

He opportunely recalled the le- 
gion to the high principles of Amer- 
icanism that it embodied in the 
preamble of its constitution—prin- 
ciples of devotion to the consti- 
tution of the nation, the obligations 
to law and order, and the duties 
of the citizen to preserve and pro- 
mote the muniments of liberty and 
freedom for which they fought. 

The president affirmed that these 
are his own oathbound duties as the 
chief executive of the government 
and truthfully said that diberty and 
law are almost wholly in the keep- 
ing of the citizens. He did not 
plainly say, but he plainly implied, 
that the failures of law enforcement 
complained of in our country are 
chargeable to the failure of public 
sentiment to back the law, or the 
failure of the law to obtain the ap- 
proval of militant public sentiment. 

On the whole, President Hoover 
spoke admirably and ideally. The 
trend of his appeals was toward the 
highest character of American spirit 
and conduct and to no one body in 
the nation could they have been 
more opportunely made than to the 
nationwide and influential American 
Legion. 


THE NOVEL ATLANTA CASE. 


Argument of the Atlanta petition 
for a mandamus directed to the cen- 
sus authorities to publish the popu- 
lation of this city as that of the 
municipality created by act of the 
general assembly is proceeding at 
Washington. 

The case presents but two salient 
issues—first, the right of the legis- 
lature of Georgia to delineate a city, 
and, second, the right of the direc- 
tor of the census to arbitrarily re- 
ject the act of the state legislature 
because it has not given to the 
greater Atlanta corporation some 
powers possessed by other cities in 
other states. 

The sovereignty of the state is 
involved in the first named issue and 
if Governor Troup were still alive 
and in office that issue would be 
the paramount one and the state 
would be the party petitioning in 
the forum of the supreme court of 
the nation, which alone has original 
and sole jurisdiction of cases in 
which a state is a party. 

In the second issue the’ question 
arises as to who shall determine 
what powers the sovereign shall 
confer upon a subordinate agency. 
The state can give and it can with- 
hold. Because it withholds certain 
powers of taxation or bond emis- 
sion cannot be rationally held to 
wholly vitiate its act incorporating 
a particular territory as a munici- 
pality.

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have interest for all legislatures and 
cities.

The Creed of the Democrats. 


From the advent of Jefferson as 
president in 1801 down to 1836 the 
principles summarized by him in his 
first inaugural address constituted the 
creed of the American democrats 
whom he indoctrinated and organized. 

In that generation, 1800 to 1836, 
the party held no national conventions 
and made no national platforms. They 
needed neither. The principles of 
Jefferson were fully understood. He 
had put them in practice during his 
two terms covering eight years of ad- 
ministration. 

The democrats of the country were 
straight Jeffersonians with their com- 
mon creed and with ‘it they swept 
the country in ten successive presiden- 
tial elections. The great majority of 
the people believed in the democracy 
of Jefferson. 

It was when they began to write 
platforms like political patch-quilts 
that they lost the presidency in 1840 
and 1848 to the whigs and prepared 
the way for the fatal split and down- 
fall in 1860. ee 
* + 


The Base Line of Democracy. 


The base line drawn by Jefferson 
and from which he projected all other 
political principles, is this: 

“Equal and exact justice to all men, 
of whatever state or persuasion, re- 
ligious or political.” 

He wrote into the Declaration of 
Independence that “We hold these 
truths to be self-evident, that all men 
are created equal” as to the inalien- 
able rights of man. He never varied 
in his profound allegiance to that 
principle of equal and exact justice, 

But the man who would claim that 
the professed democrats of today~are 
wedded and loyal to that principle 
would be looked upon as a deaf, dumb 
and blind survivor from Noah’s flood. 

If there were no other proof that 
we democrats of today are not loyal-to 
that principle the presidential cam- 
paign of 1928 would show it beyond 
contradiction.

As to International Relations. 

Jefferson defined our due status as 
to international relations as “Peace. 
commerce and honest friendship with 
all nations, entangling alliances with 
none.”

He 
held that we should make no alli- 
ances of a political or militaristic 
character with any nation. He was 
urged to make such and stoutly re- 
fused. And that is sound policy for 
the nation yet. 

But Jefferson did not mean that 
this people should not join with other 
nations to promote the peace of the 
world—such a general alliance as 
President Wilson envisioned in the 
League of Netions. 

In fact Jeff-rson was strongly in 
favor of some such international co- 
operation. He advocated an agree- 
ment of all nations to boycott any one 
of them that started an aggressive 
war. He would have favored that 
this country should join the League 
of Nations. Now many democrats op-

The Rights of the States. 


A great fundamental of Jefferson 
was “the support of the state gov- 
ernments in all their rights, as the 
most competent administration for our 
domestic concerns and the surest bul- 
warks against anti-republican  ten- 
denies.” 

Yet our modern democrats have 
been giving away rights of the states 
to the federal government with the 
prodigality of Death Valley Scotty, 
scattering his desert gold along New 
York’s Broadway. 

Jefferson stood for “the preserva- 
tion of the general government in its 
whole constitutional vigor,” but mod- 
ern democrats of the most distinguish- 
ed character are openly resisting and 
refusing to support the “constitution- 
al vigor” of the general government in 
more than one vital concern. 

Manifestly the principles of Jef- 
ferson in those two matters of state 
rights and national power do not get 
many cheers from the rank and file 
of our modern democratic party.

Revolution in Brazil Laid to 
Economic and Political Situa- 
tion—Chicago Board of Trade 
Member Explains Why Wheat 
Prices Have Become Low.

Now it’s Brazil, with its 40,000,000 
people, that’s in trouble! 
The revolutionists, in charge of | 
Getulio Vergas, defeated presidential 
candidate, claim five important states, 
in which are located Brazil’s two larg- 
est cities, Rio de Janeiro, with 2,000,- 
000 people, and Sao Paulo, the de- 
pressed coffee center, with 1,000,000. 
When Hjalmar Schacht, Germany's 
financial expert, advised Americans to 
look at the economic, not the political, 


state of world affairs, he doubtless 
had such a situation in mind. 

For most of the trouble today is 
due to one cause—the economic de- 
pression. It’s at an acute stage and 
while the seriousness is apt to be 
overdrawn, it cannot be ignored. 

Brookmire Economic Service, com- 
menting on world revolutions and de- 
pressions says: 

“Unrest has its background in ex- 
isting—not future—shortage of gold 
in relation to the international credit 
structure, and overexpansion in land 
development and the capital destruc- 
tion of the war. It faces a future of 
ccntinued low or declining prices and 
of increasing difficulty in payment of 
debts.” 

Stuuy the nations with serious po- 
litical trvuhles today and one seems 
that most of them are debtors and 
producers of raw materials—increas- 
ing debts and decreasing prices can 
create a very nasiy situation. 

The discontent is in the various 
countries results from the low prices 
of their principal commodities. In 
Brazil, the commodity is coffee; in 
Cuba, sugar; in Japan, silk; in Chile, 
copper.

Telephone 
Company for $7,000. It was a small 
trunsaction, and he had to borrow 
part of the money. But it was the be- 
ginning of a business_which was des- 
tined to reach gross sales of $150,000,- | 
000 annually, and manufacture and 
market 80 per cent of all the auto- 
matic telephone equipment in the 
world. 

I asked Mr. Gary, not long ago, 
what kind of a man he most’ liked to 
have in his employ. He replied: 

“Give me a reliable average man to 
a brilliant, brainy, erratic one every 
time. The great constructive work 
of the world is being done, and always 
has been done, by the reliable, not 
the brilliant, ones.” 

And he gave me these ten working 
maxims : 

Establish your dependability and 
your credit,

Remember thoughts are things. 

Be content but not satisfied. 

Hold your temper and your tongue.

Declaring that the south produces 
too much cotton of poor character and 
too little of the better staples, with 
too much unproductive land planted 
to cotton, the board, ‘in a formal 
statement released this afternoon, 
asked that cotton production for the 
coming year be reduced to a maximum 
of 40,000,000 acres, as compared with 
an acreage of 45,800,000 for the pres- 
ent season. 

Essential to Success. 

Such a reduction, the board empha- 
sized, will be essential to successful 
operations of the cotton farmer in 
1931. In its campaign to bring about 
the desired reduction in acreage, the 
board, it was announced, will bring 
to bear the full weight of the federa 
government and seek the active co- 
operation of every state and private 
agency dealing with cotton and prob- 
lems of the cotton farmer. Not only 
the United States department of agri- 
culture with all of its ramifications 
and the credit facilities of the various 
federal farm loan banks will be ex- 
pected to = in the campaign, but 
the agricultural departments of the 
various southern states, the agricultur- 
al colleges, the experiment stations, 
teachers of vocational agriculture, 
bankers’ associations, land ownership 
groups, the cotton co-operatives, gen- 
eral farm organizations, and, in short, 
as the official announcement read, “All 
other agencies whose experience and 
knowledge of the south will help to 
solve these problems.” _ 

In launching the campaign the board 
will invite a series of conferences in 
the south to be participated in by 
representatives of the various agen- 
cies enumerated. The meetings, it was 
said, will be held as 2 er as they 
can be arranged in each of the cotton 
states. No general program will be 
outlined for application to the cotton 
belt as a whole, but each state will 
be treated separately according to the 
peculiar conditions that may be found 
there. o

ALABAMANS START 
MOVEMENT AT MONTGOMERY. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Oct. 6.—(#) 
A southwide movement to reduce cot- 
ton acreage was initiated here today 
with the indorsement of 50 leading 
farmers, industrialists and. bankers of 
Alabama and representatives of the 
federal farm board. 

The conference, called by Governor 
Bibb Graves at the request of the 
federal farm board, in session at the 
state house, went on record favoring 
acreage reduction to place production 
on a basis with world consumption. 

A resolution was adopted directed 
at a nation-wide restriction of cotton 
planting to 40,000,000 acres as a meas- 
ure toward relieving the present de- 
pressed price of the staple and to 
put cotton production on a _ profit- 
able basis for the farmer. 

Governor Graves opened the ¢on- 
ference with a plea for the Alabama 
cotton farmers to be the leaders in 
the movement to curtail production at 
least 25 per cent. “The efforts of 
the state’s agricultural, financial and 
industria] leaders,” the governor said, 
“will bring about this reduction and 
lift the growers from the bondage of 
depressiqn.” 
. O. Thompson, of Roba. Ala., 
and a staff representative of the fed- 
eral farm board, said that the confer- 
ence was for the purpose of remov- 
ing the first obstacle faced by the fed- 
eral farm board, that of over-produc- 
tion of the staple. ie 

Lawrence Meyers. of the United 
States department of agriculture, pro- 
duced charts which showed the price 
of cotton had declined steadily since 
the middle of 1929. and that it has 
reached its lowest since 1920 with the 
exception of one year, 1925. 

C. F. Sarle, of the federal farm 
board, advocated an increase in cotton 
consumption, which he said, should in- 
crease the price. Three reasons were 
given for his prediction that business 
conditions would improve—cheap 
money, cheap raw materials and cheap 
labor.

BOSTON, Oct. 6.—(UN)—Hon- 
ored by the presence of President Her- 
bert Hoover and scores of other dis- 
tinguished guests, the legion of Ameri- 
can veterans of the World War con- 
vened today in their twelfth annual 
convention. 

Twelve thousand delegates and 
friends arrayed in countless varieties 
of colorful uniforms jammed the flag- 
decked Boston arena for the inaug- 
ural session, at which Mr. Hoover 
paid tribute to the veterans’ service 
to the nation in war and called on 
them to “renew and expand your mis- 
sion of citizenship” in peace. 

All told, it Was estimated that 
150,000 legionnaires and visitors were 
in the city. The streets were jammed 
with them at all hours; every corner 
was the scene of impromptu reunions, 
drum corps concerts: miscellaneous 
parades brought traffic in Boston's 
tangled streets to a standstill.

Seven Counties Get

The counties designated are Catopga, 
Chattooga, Dade, Gordon, Murray, 
Walker and Whitfield, and the ac- 
tion, taken by Secretary Hyde, of the 
federal ‘department of agriculture, 
means that Georgia farmers with sur- 
plus corn may ship into those counties 
at half rates,.or at a range of from 
10 to 12 cents per bushel. 

Mr, Talmadge has been trying for 
several weeks to get proper certifica- 
tion from the federal department. He 
suggested today that all farmers hav- 
ing surplus of corn ready for ship- 
ment ,to communicate with the state 
nerd of markets for proper shipping

Reports from Argen- 
tina asserted that injury to Argentine 
crops had been done by frost both in 
Pampas provinee and in southern 
Ruenos Aires.

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—()—There 


was a fresh outbreak of selling of 
Latin American obligations in the 
bond market today inspired by _ re- 
ports of revolutionary uprisings in 
Brazil where martial law has been de- 
clared. 

Active selling forced a wide list of 
Brazilian issues down 1 to 7 points, 
many of new 1930 lows, and influ- 
enced liquidation in bonds of Colom- 
bia, Peru, Bolivia, Chile and Argen- 
tina, 

The weakness in the South Ameri- 
ean list was the feature of a session 
in which minus signs were placed aft- 
er a majority of active bonds. The 
domestic section was highly irregular 
with the exception of United States 
governments. There a firm trend was 
maintained on a dwindling volume of 
sales. Among .corporate issyes, the 
gilt edged bonds held firm. Secondary 
issues eased, and speculative bonds, 
particularily sugar and oil obligations, 
were reactionary. ig 

The heaviest liquidation in -the 
South American list centered in Bra- 


zilian government bonds, and loans 
of the states of Rio Grande do Sul, 
and Sao Paulo. The extreme loss was 
141-2 points in city of Sao Paulo 
61-2s. Sao Paulo state 6s sold off 
8 1-4; 7s, 33-4 and the 8s dropped 6. 

New year’s lows were reached by 
Brazilian 61-2s of ‘26-57, off 5 
points, 61-2s of ‘27-57 «lown 23-4 
and the Ss, off 4. . Bonds of Rio 
Grande do Sul, where a state of siege 
exists, were easily depressed by thin 
offerings. Losses ranged from 3 to 7 
points. Rio de Janeiro 8s were heav- 
ily liquidated, and moved down early 
2 points to 953-4. The 61-2s yield- 
ed 5. 

The unsettlement influenced by the 
Brazilian: revolution yas reflected in 
sharp Josses elsewheré in the Latin 
American list. Argentine 6s, Bolivian 
7s and 8s, Colombia 6s, Costa Rica 7s, 
Cuba 51-28, Peru Ist and 8nd 
and Uruguay 6s were 1 to 3 lower. 
Chilean bonds were in supply slight- 
ly under previous final prices. 

Bonds of companies with extensive 
interests in South America such as 
Anglo-Chilean Nitrate 7s, Lautaro 
Nitrate 6s, American and Foreign 
Power 5s, and American I. G. Chem- 
cal 51-Z2s sagged a point or more, 
Weakness of sharés influenced some 
liquidation in stock privilege bonds. 
The largest losses were suffered by 
American Telephone 41-2s, Interna- 
tional ‘Telephone 41-2s, Atchison 
41-2s, and Paramount Publix 5 1-2s. 
They lost about 2 points each. In 
the industrial group sugar company 
issues, such as Manati 7 1-2s, Sugar 
Oriente and Antilla 71-28 were re- 
actionary. Shell Union Pipe Line 58 
dropped 3 points to a new 1930 low.

Torrents Follow Drouth at 
Brady and Tornado Hits 
‘* | Near Crockett.

CROCKETT, Texas, Oct. 6.—()— 
More than 20 persons were believed 
injured and numerous farm houses 
were demolished late to@ay.by a tor- 
nado which struck Houston county, 
skirting Crockett, and centered on a 
farming center near Latexb, 

' As Crockett hospitals began filling, 
| relief forces battled torrential rains 
and -tree-strewn roads, seeking other 
victims. 

The tornado first hit five or six 
miles southwest of here and was 
. known to have extended one and one- 
half miles northeast of Latexo. Its 
path was from 200 to 300 yards wide. 

Crockett was in darkness tonight 
as power and telephone lines were 
out of commission. 

The twister followed a_ torrential 
tain. Crops over a wide area were re- 


pected to run high. 

Torrential rains which spread from 
‘Texas across the Rio Grande river 
into Mexico flooded lands long parch- 
ed by serious drouth, doing great dam- 
age to property and farm crops but 
taking no known toll of lives. ° . 

Brady, Texas, was the hardest hit 
community when the usually tran- 
quil Brady river spread from three to 
ci ".t feet of water over several blocks 
of the business section. From 30 to 
40 small homes were carried away, 
‘making from 200 to 300 persons home- 
| less. Merchandise stocks suffered ap- 
| proximately $250,00Q damage. About 
1,000 bales of cotton stored in a shed 
near the river’s banks were washed 
dewnstream. : 

The Guadalupe river rose 18 feet 
near Kerrville after three days of con- 
tinuous rain measured 7 3-4 inches.
